GINS WORKING DAY AND NIGHT 
AS HARVEST 60% COMPLETED 


With about 60 per cent of 
the area’s cotton crop in two 
gins serving 
the 
immediate 
Hamlin territory are working 
around the clock to keep ahead 
of the farmers. 
Hamlin Farmers Co-op gin 
had weighed in 2703 bales by 
early Wednesday afternoon. 
At Neinda the Farmers Co­ 
op Gin has processed 2238 bal­ 
es. Officials there estimate that 
two-thirds of the harvesting is 
complete in that vicinity. 
Prices are now averaging a- 
ibout 26c per pound and more 
cotton is being brought in than 
was' first expected 
after 
the 
severe hail and rain damage 


resulting from storms over two 
weeks ago. 
About 50 per cent of the cot­ 
ton going to the gins now is 
being hand picked but it is ex 
pected that the majority of the 
harvesting 
will be done 
iby 
strippers by next week.

But it’s not necessarily 
a bit unsafe for an older child 
who has been properly trained 
and supervised.” 
3. Supervise use of toys your 
children get for Christm as. 
“ If you see that your child 
is too young for a particular 
toy,” D vkstra advised, “ put the 
toy on a shelf until it s ready 
for safe use. 
“M anufacturers 
are 
doing 
their best to produce safe toys. 
With the help of parents, toy 
accidents can be virtually e- 
lim inated.”

All of these nuns get their jobs on the basis of be­ 


ing American citizens but they all claim income tax 


exemptions as agents of the Catholic church. 


In Newark, N. J., a well directed Catholic bloc 


gained control of the local public school board. The 


first thing the new Catholic superintendent did was 


to ban several books, from the public school library 


because, as he said, they were critical of the Roman 


Catholic Church.

‘Help Me Motlier 


Ed. Note: This is the first in 
a series of four articles which 
originally appeared in the 
Cosmopolitan M a g a z i n e , 
August ,1953, and which are 
reprinted here with permis­ 
sion of th at magazine.

Help Me”, the following was 
w ritten by Dorothy Virginia 
Smith. 


I have before me a letter 
that made me happier than I 
had been for a long, long time. 
It came from the Montgomery 
County, M aryland, Tuberculos­ 
is Association, and told me th at 
my baby had been discharged 
as a tuberculosis patient. 
A 
discharged TB patient at the 
tender age of eighteen months. 


I have received four such let­ 
ters in the past months. 
You 
see, I have four children, Don, 
eleven; Sherry, eight; Hobby, 
six; and Christine, now nearly 
three. All four have won 
the 
battle of tuberculosis, and my 
thankfulness to God prompts 
me to w rite this story. I hope 
it puts parents everywhere on 
guard. 
My story begins In September 
1950, a m onth before Christine 
was born. My husband, Ted, and 
I decided to hire a maid to take 
care of the older children dur­ 
ing my confinement and con­ 
valescence. After several 
ev­ 
enings of searching the classi­ 
fied ads, we hit Beulah. 
She 
came over for an inter\ iow, 
and we liked her immediately. 
She was a very pleasant and 
neatly dressed woman around 
thirty-five years old. We asked 
her all the questions we thought 
necessary. She loved children, 
though she never had any 
of 
her own. She had been widowed 
a vear ago. She loved to cook 
and delighted in baking cakes 
and goodies. She had worked 
for one family for over eight 
years. They had gone to E u r­ 
ope. but she would give us the 
telephone number of a friend 
of theirs who would recom ­ 
mend her. 
Hardly was she out the door 
when I called the number. The 
voice at the other end said she 
remembered Beulah. 
It 
had 
been a long time ago, Hut as 
she recalled, Beulah was won­ 
derful with children and her 


That did it! I had a maid! 
My problems were over. 
Before I went to the hospital 
in October, I found Beulah was 
all she claimed to be. Her pies 
and cakes were 
out 
of 
this 
world, and the children loved 
her. She seemed to delight in 
making them happy 
and 
in 
keeping the house spotless. She 
sang all day. W hen the time 
finally came for me to go to 
the hospital, Beulah patted me 
on the back and told me she 
w’ould take care of everything. 
Never had I left the children 
with such complete comfort. 
On October 15, 1950, Chris 
tine was born. Ted and I were 
delighted, and we couldn’t wait 
to get her home to her broth­ 
ers and sister. On the day I 
came home Beulah had 
my 
room glistening. The curtains 
were starched, and the bassinet 
had been placed next to the 
bed. After the 
children 
had 
wondered over this tiny new 
bundle, I climbed 
into 
my 
sweet-smelling bed, and as 
lay there, I thought, I 
guess 
I ’m the luckiest person in the 
world. 
It was not for long. Soon the 
children began ailing. First one 
and 
then 
another, 
without 
rhyme or reason. Ju st a temp­ 
erature for a day or so, 
and 
then they would be all right 
again. I became panicky. They 
certainly got enough sleep and 
the proper food. Beulah seem­ 
ed as worried as we were. She 
carried trays to them and read 
them stories while I took care 
of the baby. 
Then, to complicate matters, 
I came down w ith the flu for 
two weeks. I had Ted bring 
me home several sterile masks 
so I would not infect the baby 
while I gave her her bottle 
Beulah again took over com­ 
plete charge of the house, in 
eluding the baby. I would lie 
on my pillow, too weak to lift 
my head, and w atch her bathe 
and dress the baby. 
I recovered from the flu and 
to o k over the children’s care 
from Beulah. B ut they contin­ 
ued to he sick. Finally the baby 
got sick. She just seemed list­ 
less one day, and I decided to 
check her tem perature. It was 
101, so I called the doctor. The 
other three children were all 
i at tho tim e The doctor 


fected ear, but her tem pera­ 
ture never got below* IOO. We 
called an ear specialist, who 
diagnosed it as a ruptured ear­ 
drum. The ear wouldn’t heal 
neither would the tem perature 
go down. For six solid weeks, 
the baby ran a tem perature 
every single day. I was alm ost 
crazy with worry. The other 
children would be well for two 
or three weeks and then sick 
for several days. 
The doctor and drug bills hit 
us hard, so with misgivings I 
let Beulah go. She prom ised to 
help me Saturdays w ith the 
w ashing and ironing. She had 
)een w ith us only two and a half 
m onths, but the day she left I 
all but cried and so did 
the 
children. 
Afterward, 
things 
would not have been so hard 
if only the children had stayed 
well, Ibut they kent getting sick. 
The w orry exhausted me m en­ 
tally as well as physically. Ted’s 
reaction was the same. Every 
night when he came hom e his 
first question was, “W ell, w ho’s 
sick today?” 
One consolation was the ba­ 
by. At three months, she was 
as fat as a little pig. She ate 
well, slept plenty, and cooed 
when she talked to. B ut she 
still ran a low-grade fever ev­ 
ery day. 
One 
day 
without 
w arning her tem perature shot 
to 102, and she lay in h er bas­ 
sinet without moving. H er big 
brown eyes followed me all a- 
round one room—alm ost 
as 
if they were saying, “Help Me, 
M other, Help Me.” A fear that 
I cannot explain gripped my 
heart. The doctor said the ba­ 
by would have to go to the hos­ 
pital for a 
series 
of 
tests. 
T here was nothing apparently 
w rong with her ear, and that 
should have cleared up long 
before. 
The two older children were 
home from school sick, lying a- 
round the house and w atching 
television. 
Robbv, 
who 
was 
then four years old, w as in bed 
w ith a temperature of 102. I 
was very upset about leav ing 
them, but I felt that I had to 
stay w ith the baby. Ted and I 
decided that I would stay with 
her at the hospital 
and 
he 
would stay home 
w ith 
the 
children. My sister-in-law, Ann. 
said she’d relieve Ted as much 
as' possible.

As worried as I was, I felt a 
sense of relief. 
At the hospital, the intern 
asked routine questions. Sev­ 
eral technicians took blood tests 
and a urinalysis. 
Through all 
this Christine just lay in her 
crib. She was too sick even to 
cry. I had a bed next to her 
crib, and all through the night, 
I lay there, wide awake, won­ 
dering, worrying and praying. 
Ted called before I w ent to bed 
and said the other 
children 
were asleep but they all had a 
fever. Dejected, I kissed the 
baby's hot cheek and climbed 
into bed. 
After an eternity of silence, 
broken only by the occasional 
crying of a sick child, morning 
came A nurse came in w ith a 
bottle for the baby. She said 
they were going to X -ray the 
baby as soon as she finished 
feeding. They could just as well 
vhispered, “Thank God ifs n o t h - 
n't drink a drop. Soon a nurse 
came in and carried her off to 
the X-ray room. In less than 
fifteen minutes, they brought 
her back crying. 
Ted came shortly after noon 
and right behind him the doc­ 
tor. He gave it to us quickly. 
“Christine has pneumonia. She 
has a spot on her lung the size 
of a silver dollar.” 
The feeling of relief was ov­ 
erwhelming. “Thank God,” I 
wispered “Thank God it’s noth­ 
ing worse.” I felt

with 
God’s help I would pull Chris­ 
tine through pneumonia. The 
doctor’s voice broke into 
my 
thoughts explaining th a t Chris­ 
tine must stay in the hospital 
until she was better. W hen Ted 
left for his gas station, he kiss­ 
ed me and said, “Now if we 
just knew what was wrong w ith 
the other three . . . ” 
In just two days. Christene 
was well on the road to re­ 
covery and her 
tem perature 
was normal. I was anxious to 
get home with her, for the oth­ 
er childreh were 
no 
better. 
Once when I called, Sherry an­ 
swered and said, “Well, Don s 
all riuht. Mommy, but Robbv's 
so hot he burns my hand when 
I touch him.” My heart sank 
when I heard that. I sat in that 
phone booth fully five minutes. 
Should I go home to them ? Or 
should I stay with the baby, If 
I did, who would help Ted with 
the others?—Beulah! I got her 
at her place of work. She ex­ 
plained she couldn’t come be­ 
fore Saturday, but would send 
a very good friend of hers to 
help us out till then. 
So, on Thursday, Jean came 
to our house to help Ted with 
the children. She worked only 
two days. I have never ever 
seen her, but I ’ll never forget 
her. And 1 11 soon explain why. 
On Saturday, only five days 
after she had been admitted, 
I brought the baby home. The 
doctor did not w ant to release 
her. I begged and pleaded, and 
he said that I could take her if 
I would isolate her in a room.

fer the artificial lure. But there 
are times, for us at least, when 
artificials just won’t get the 
job done. 
Here’s our order 
of 
trial. 
First, we cast out a top-wrater. 
Why first? Mainly because we 
get our greatest thrill out of 
seeing a lunker bass hit a top- 
w ater plug. Our biggest suc­ 
cess has been with the Heddon 
Spook. Color, black. This prob­ 
ably because we have more of 
them, so we use them more of­ 
ten. 
If no luck with top-water 
experimenting, we try a spin­ 
ner, such as Garcia’s Abu-Re­ 
flex or Evans’ Shyster, 
our 
favorites in the spinner line.

Then we go to a Dixie Spoon, 
with or without bucktail. 
If w e’re still without success 
we do deeper. Best results we 
have had deep have been with 
a small, black-colored buckj- 
tailed jig. Like the Dixie Spoon, 
m any of them are made 
in 
Texas. Weve had 
good 
luck 
with Pico’s jig. Also those made 
by Bomber and Whopper Stop­ 
per. 
All these are what we call 
“fast fishing'’ lures. Slowest, 
of course, is the top of the w at­ 
er. Even it should be worked 
fast too, if the w ater is except­ 
ionally calm and without rip­ 
ples. 
But, w’e’ve got to admit, here 
and now, the biggest fish have 
been caught on artificial worms. 
Not being a too-patient 
guy, 
we resort to plastic worm fish­ 
ing only when we’re tired, or 
lazy or just plain w ant to take 
it easy. In fact, that seems to 
be the only way anyone can 
land ‘em. 
W eil try all these methods 
for hours upon hours, trip after 
trip, before we finally succumb 
to the live minnow. 
Then we try small ones, med­ 
ium size and finally the Texas- 
size shunners. They get fish. 
But they don’t give us the thrill 
we expect from fishing. 
As 
stated earlier, it’s “m eat 
on 
the table’’ fishing only —sans 
the thrill of seeing a strike 
happen. 
We find boating restful and 
relaxing. So, when the larder 
is getting low’ and fishing is 
slow, we troll for fish. Usually 
our lure is the Dixie Spoon, or 
the Dave Hawk Champion. 
L atest 
adventure 
was 
troll­ 
ing with live minnows. G reat 
big. jumbo-size stunners 
they 
were. Cost 50c a dozen. 
But 
they took fish when nothing 
else would. 
W e’d work back and forth 
over the flats, or alongside the 
bluffs, and across the points. 
Motor speed? Not more than 
five miles per hour, slower 
if 


possible. But we caught fish. 
We’d slap a big shinner on a 
number two hook, put a couple 
of large size split shot on the 
line, about three feet up from 
the hook, and cast out. We’d 
vary the location of the shot 
from time to time until 
we 
found the right depth, 
then 
troll away. 
My fishing companion, who 
likes to fish, but not to eat 
fish, also gets a big bank out 
of top-w’ater lure plugging. He 
wants to see the fish strike. 
To partially satisfy this crav­ 
ing, while trolling with min­ 
nows, he holds his rod high as 
he reels in the fish and makes 
it rise out of the water and 
tail-walk on the surface. Ad­ 
mittedly he loses lots of fish 
that way, but he gets a thrill 
out of the sight of the snared 
fish leaping out of the water 
to accept the challenge and try 
to shake the hook—which it 
does quite often. 
Anyway, when the lake 
is 
low and fishing is slow—and 
nothing else seems to work— 
try trolling with minnows. At 
least you’ll have a delightful 
boat ride 
and you just might 
latch on to some real lunkers.
